OPENING OF THE N. P. 


Details of a Mammoth Excarsion to 
the Yellowstone. 

New Aug. 4.— Major-General 
~ Van Xylander, of the Bavarian army, 
and member of the staff of the Em- 
peror of Germany, is expected here to- 
night or to-morrow from Bremen on the 
steamship Fulda. He will form one of 
the party of about 300 invited guests’ 
who are to participate in the ceremonies 
attending the completion of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad and its open- 
ing to general traffic. A party 
of thirty, consisting of a number 
of noblemen and several members of 
German institutions of that country 
will leave Bremen for this country 


on the 15th inst. A number of guests, 
among whom will be¢wo or three mem- 
bers of Parliament, will leave England 
about the same time. Among others 
who, it is expected, will go with the 
great junketing party, will be General 
Grant, Secretary Lincoln, William M. 
Evarts and several foreign ministers, 
members of Congress and of the various 
Btate Legislatures and a few Governors. 
The whole party will be in charge of 
Henry M. Villard. The last spike on 
the road which runs from St. Paul, 
Minn., to Portland, Oregon, will be 
“driven on the 8th of September, at a 
point fifty miles west of Helena. The 
road’ is 2,000 miles long and over 
portions of it trains have already run. 
It will not be open to the public in its 
entirety until after the ceremonies on the 
~~ . 8th of next month. Tbe various mem- 
bers of the party will leave this city on 
the 30th instant for St. Paul. On their 
way they will visit Niagara Falls, Buffa- 
- lo and Chicago. At Minneapolis and St. 
Paul they are to be banqueted. They 
will go to the end of the route at Port- 
land, thence a trip will be made to Pu- 
get Sound, British Columbiaand Willa- | 
mette Valley. "The party will start on 
their homeward journey about the 25th 
of September. They will either visit 
Yellowstone Park or go to San Francis- 
co and return by the Southern railroad 
and’ view the scenery of New Mexico 
and other States and Territories of the 
Southwest and South. They are expect- 
ed to return to this city about the be- 
ginning of October. The German 
guests will reach Europe in November.

Two-Thirds of ;a San Francisco 
Block Laid in Ashes. . 


The Winter Garden Theater, Red Men’s Hall,

He 
ruled his band like an emperor, and 
never rode abroad without an escort of 
from twenty-five to thirty men. When 
he stopped, one of his Indians ran for- 
ward, bent down, took off his spurs, 
then, ‘kneeling 6n all fours, made of 
his back a stool, on which Juan 
stepped in dismounting and mounting. 
In 1850 an Indian of his tribe, having 
murdered another Indian, was taken 
prisoner before the civil authorities and 
carried to Jurupa to be tried. Before 
the proceedings had begun, Juan, with 
a big following of armed Indians, 
dashed up to the Courthouse, strode 
in alone, and demanded that the pris- 
oner be surrendered to him. 

~“T come not here as a child,” he 
said. “I wish to punish my people 
my own way. If they deserve hang- 
ing I will hang them. If a white 
man deserves panaine let the white 
men hang him. I am done.” 

The prisoner was given up. The 
Indians strapped him on a horse and 
rode back to their village, where, in an 
open grave, the body of the murdered 
man had been laid. Into this grave, 
on the top of the corpse of his victim, 
Juan Antonio, with his own hands, 
flung the murderer alive, and ordered 
the grave instantly filled up with 
earth. 

There are said to have been other 
instances-of his dealings with offend- 
ers nearly as summary and severe as 
this. Heis described as looking like 
an old African lion, shaggy and fierce ; 
but he was always cordial and affec- 
tionate in his relations with the 
whites.

i To the Editor of the Times—Srre: 
Have you space for a growl anent the 
present style of street-car rails along the 
streets of Los Angeles? Allof us, ex- 
cepting, possibly, those interested in 
wagon-shops, have suffered more or less 
from these outlandish wagon consum- 
ers (myself to the extent of nine spokes 
and one sprung axle). 

Then, frequent car-track accidents to 
buggies -und wagons—and the largest 
wagons have succumbed—cannot be 
laid to careless driving, for, owing to 
the numerous vehicles at all times 
standing along both sides of the rather 
narrow principal streets, there is seldom 
room for more than one wagon to travel 
along each side, and it is necessary for 
& person driving to crossand recross the 
car track several times in a distance of 
a block or two. Now, if the crossing 
coyld be done at right angles to the di- 
rection of the track, it would not be so 
bad, but this is simply impossible, and 

-one has to hold his breath and cut 


across as best he can, thanking Proyi- 

; dence, or the maker of his wagon, ‘if he 

escapes with notbing more serious than 
strained wheels and nerves. 

Withont attempting to estimate the 
damage by actual breakage—and few 
have escaped—I believe the wear and. 
tear alone, sustained by the wheels and 
harness of the public in six months’ 
time, would represent a sum more than 

sufficient to pay for a decently-laid 
track of flat rails, such as are used in 
all (other) civilized cities in the coun- 
try. 

That side-track and its switches on 
Spring street, just above: the postofiice, 
isa model wagon trap. Stand near 
there some Saturday afternoon, when 
everybody is in from the country and 
suburbs, and watch the various expres- 
sions of dismay, absolute terror, disgust, 
rage, doubt (about making it), and 
joy (at escaping it) upon the faces of 
the poor wretches compelled to run the 
gauntlet of that interesting piece of en- 
gineering skill. You can easily find it. 
There is usually a car standing there, 
‘and it takes a long head and much intri- 
cate and, necessarily, sudden calcula- 
tion for a north-bound driver to deter- 
mine whether to stick to the rails of the 
road and ‘‘drive to the right’’ of that 
car, between it and the delivery wagons 
usually there, with tongues and neck- 
yokes out, ready to catch a spoke; or to 
chance it to the left, with a fair pros- 
pect of running head on into some 

-south-bound team;and all this while are 
the switches and tracks below watching 
an opportunity to tear a wheel off. It’s 
exciting, to be sure, but we could pull 
through without that sort of excite- 

‘ ment. 

Not to be too original, I will close 
with: ‘Is there no remedy?’’ and,. 
‘‘Where is the street committee?”’

_upon its ruins the gloomy temples of his 
ancestral religion. To set this question

with those of North Carolina, Florida, 
Mississippi and Arkansas, and notice 
the vast superiority of the farmer States 
over the latter in all the.avenues of 
greatness, we can account for it in no 
other way than that, in the first-named 
States, complete public§school systems

States; while in the States of North 
Carolina, Florida, Mississippi and Ar-

DROWNED IN A ZANJA- 


Sesler, Formerly of Downey, 
Meets an Untimely Death. 
News reached the city yesterday after- 
noon that the body of a man had been 
discovered in a zanja near the railroad 
bridge, and the remains were shortly 
after brought to Ponet & Orr’s under- 
taking rooms, where the Coroner took 
charge of them and speedily summoned 
ajury. At 8 Pp. m. the inquest was 
held, and the following points elicited: 
Carlos Cruz, being sworn, testified that 
about 2p. M. he discovered the body of 
aman lying undressed and apparently 
dead in the zanja. He gave the alarm, 
and shortly after, with the aid of his 
father, lifted the body out of the water. 
It was cold and had*no sign of life. 
The dead man’s clothes were lying neat- 
ly piled up under some willow trees 


near by. Mr. Mitchel, a neighbor, 
coming up, the facts were related to 
him, and he notified the police. 

Wm. Klockenbrink, clerk at the 
United States Hotel, testified that the 
deceased had been stopping at the hotel 
since last Wednesday. He came here 
from Oakland and registered as Harry 
Sealer. Last saw him yesterday at 
about lla.m. Left a pocket book and 
$50 in money. He has not appeared 
unwell during his stay, but the chamber- 
maid stated yesterday that he was in 
bed nearly all the morning, His wife 
is in Downey visiting relatives. Has 
had some previous acquaintance with 
Sesler. He was not a drinking man. 

R. Nieto stated that the body was dis- 
covered at 2 p.m. Found the body in 
the water, all covered except a portion of. 
the hair. Ran and gaye the alarm. 
The water in the. zanja is not very deep 
at this place. Did not know just how 
deep. Cruz searched the dead man and 
found several articles of value, which hé 
returned to the pockets. 

C. H. Cruz testified that on hearing 
that a man had been drowned in the 
zanja, he -went to the place indicated, 
and with the assistance of his son took 
the dead man out and tried to resusci- 
tate him. ‘He fully described the posi- 
tion of the body when found. On 
searching the pockets a watch and $3.12 
was found, which he placed in the 
hands of Mitchell, who returned it to the 
pockets. 

This closed the examirmation of wit- 
nesses, and the effects of the dead man 
were next examined. They consisted 
of letters of recommendation from the 
foreman of the carshops at Tucson, 
where it seems that Sesler had lately 
worked, also a letter addressed to his 
wife and one from her, various receipts, 
a bottle of medicine, etc. In his letter 
to his wife Sesler stated that he had not 
been feeling well and proposed shortly 
to go to Santa Monica and try sea 
bathing. 

After hearing the testimony, the jury, 
Messrs. Swinney, Mellen, Mingram, 
Beard and Stiglig, briefly considered it, 
and rendered a verdict ot §‘death from 
accidental drowning.’’ 

From the last Great Register it ap- 
pears that Sesler was a native of Vir- 
ginia, and about 48 years of age. He 
has been a resident during the past 
seven years of Downey, Tuscon and 
Oakland. The theory of his death is 
that he either fainted away while taking 
a bath and thus lost his control, or was 
taken with cramps, and unable to get 
out of the water. A telephone message 
from Downey last evening stated that 
he was a member of the Masonic lodge 
of that place.

cisco yesterday between 11 a. m. and 12 
m., at Lancaster station, which is locat- 
ed about 76 miles north of Los Angeles. 
Several persons were quite severely 
hurt, but at present there seems to be 
no reason to suppose that any are fatally 
injured. That the accident was caused by 
the grossest carelessness is certain, and 
the only wonder is that every person on 
the fated car was not either killed or 
maimed for life. From one of the 
victims, Mr. J. E. Ryan, now lying at 
the Concseneliiiie Hotel, and a friend 
who was also on the train, a Times re- 
porter obtained the following particu- 
lars last evening: 

It seems that the train stopped as 
usual at Lancaster, and the engine 


and freight cars went ahead to 
switch. The grade is yery heavy 
just beyond the station, ‘and 


the freight cars, many of them from 
eastern roads, and all heavily loaded, 
had with few exceptions but one brake 
to each car. . For all of this train there 
was but one brakeman on duty, and as 
Suu as the truin was about half way up 
the grade, about 400 yards from the 
pussenger cur, the pressure became too 
great, the brakes gradually gave way, 
and, despite the he: oic exertious of the 
solitary brakeman, all the: cars were 
soon in motion and rushing down on 
the passenyer car, gaining in speed every 
owent. Au interval of several minutes 
intervened before the inevitable collision 
occurred,and some of tbe passengers saw 
the danger, -butcould muake only slight 
preparations to meet it. The passenger 
car was crowded to its utmost capacity, 
and when the freight cars struck it 
nearly every one was thrown down, but,

on the track. Everything was 
of course thrown into confusion 


and but few escaped without severe 
bruises. Mr. Ryan was probably the 
most seriously hurt, having sustained 
internal injuries.
